Life Depends 
On Water a 


—_—— a 

All the water available to man 
is derived from the condensed va- 
por of the atmosphere. An im- 
portant step forward in the science 
of hydrology (which is concerned 
with the properties and distribution 
of water) was taken in recent 
years. It was recognition of the fact 
that the distribution and transport of 
water obey the fundamental law of 
equilibrium. Tivis relationship is 
called the hydrologic cycle. It repre- 
sents the balance of ater that exists 
Letween (1) oceans, lakes, streams 
and underground waters, (2) the 
solid-part of the earth, and (3) the 
atmosphere. 

Water is ceaselessly circulating from 

the earth to the atmosphere and back 
to thé earth again. Evaporating from 
ponds, streams, lakes, rivers and 
oceans, it forms water vapor in the 
air; this condenses to form clouds, 
and later falls back to the earth as 
rain, 

Rain which falls on the land is dis- 
posed of in some or alj of four ways; 
some evaporates directly, some is 
held in the surface soi] and subse- 
quently evaporated by plants, some 
filters through the top layers and 
passes to the rocky strata beneath 
and some runs off into rivers and 
streams. The amount of rainfall 


is determined by the temperatiro, 
tie nature of the land surface, veg. 


etation, and other geographical fea. 
tures. 
That part of rainfall that is ab- 


sorbed by the ground is of very great 
importance, It sinks down until it 
joins the vast underground reservoir 
of water that exists under practically 
all the earth’s surface. It is this 
ground water, as it is vailed, that 
feeds springs and wells and rivers. It 
furnishes water to plants by capilary 


ation, It dissolves mineral matter 
out of soil, thus supplying food to 
plants.

When plans for the new building were being discussed, various 
designs were suggested, and it was also proposed that another site be 
chosen, but there was an overwhelming opinion in favor of restoring the 
original rectangular chamber with five rows of benches on either side,

LIFE DEPENDS 
ON WATER 


for our use is to interegpt it in the 
runoff, and this is the prime fea- 
ture of conservation. 

It is obvious that there is little use 
in crying for rain if we then allow it 
wash across our fields and make its 
quickest way tO the sea along some 
river bed. Man’s limited comprehen- 
sion has wasted milions of acres of 
land, caused sharp drops in crop 
yields, starved cattle spread deserts 
over the face of the earth, and de- 
vastated industrial areas. 

Some persons have expressed the 
belief that our water supply is de- 
creasing. Their opinion is based upon 
sucii facts as were revealed in sur- 
veys made a few years ago. Within 
the Jast 100 years between 80 an¢ 
85 percent of once permanently 
flowing streams have become tenp 
porary, drying up for at least part of 
a normal summer. 

But our earth’s w ater resources is 
permanent and indestructible; it is 
the amount available at a place or 
at a time that is changing. Demand 
{s rising in response to population 
growth, industrial progress, and rig-

ing standard of living, Such devel- 
opments as air conditioning and the 
spread of rural electrification create 
great new needs of water. 

These are legitimate changes. One 
writer expresses the opinion that they 
could have been effected withoug 
damage or loss if made wisely and 
carefully. But by removing natural 
larriers we have speeded the wate, 
movement so that it does not reach 
the ground water reservoir. Water 
tons so fast across our land that it 
picks up soil and carries it away 
out of economic reach. 

So, in spite of the fact that Can- 

| ada is richly endowed with wateg 
resources, we have no room for 
complacency. ‘We have 228,307 square 
iniles of fresh water within our 
houndaries. Lake Superior, forming 
part of our sovthern border, is thy 


largest body of fresh water in the 
world, We have great rivers, The 
Mackenzie, our longest, reaches 


2,514 miles from Great Slave Lake 
to the Artic Ocean; the St. Lawrence 
and the Great Lakes provide a ship- 
ring waterway 2,338 miles long from 
the,Strait of Belle Isle to the tead 
of Lake Superior, the heart of the 
continent. Our sea coast is one of 
the longest of any country in the 
world, with 14,820 miles of mainland 
sea frontage and 34,650 miles of 
island frontage. 

Enough, one might think, to min- 
ister to all human needs. Enough to 
| give us the moisture that dissolves 
tite oxygen we breath, to liquefy the 
food we eat so that it can be digested) 
enough to supply our health and {n- 
dustrial needs. 

But look at the demands made upon 
it. Three hundred tons of rainfall 
properly used are required to grow 
ene ton of corn, and It requires 700 
gallons a day to supply the demands 
of every person for food and othey 
neressities and amenities, 

To bring this needed water to cities 
is a tremendous undertaking, Ancient 
Rome had eleven aqueducts bring a 
daily supply of 40 million gallons to 
its one million people, That was the 
same average per day as in Montreal 
in 1869, but today’s water supply for 
Montreal averages 120 gallons per 
person per day, just about the same 
as Toronto’s New York needs 1.2 
billion gallons a day.
